SARASOTA, Fla. (iP)—If you passed 
Johnny Cooney on the street you 
might take him to be a hat salesman, 
a taxidermist, a dentist with offices on 
the fifth floor, or almost anything but 
the finest fielding outfielder in the 
National baseball League.
